2. None of the cited prior art documents discloses all the features on method claim 1 . 
In particular, none of the cited documents disclose the volatilised silica having the 
given carbon content together with dry processing and heating of the material. 
Document D1 discloses wet processing of materials and does not specify a 
heating step. D2 discloses teaching similar to D1 . 

Document D3 discloses a thermal insulation material comprising a mixture of 
microporous silica aerogel , an opacifier and alumina fibres. Methods of making 
these materials are discussed in D3 but reference is made to two further 
documents which do not disclose the method of claim 1 .
